John P. Jones, iu a speech in the 


United States Senate, February 19th, 
1884, 
spoke of Protection and Free 


Trade as follows: 


I am opposed to a free trade which 


subjects the people of this oountty to 
the Tery competition to avoid which 
either they themselves or tbeir ances- 
tors underwent the hnzarcls and hard- 
ships of migrating hither. 


I am opposed to a free trade which 


gives to foreigners all the advantages of 
this country without subjecting them to 
any of ita responsibilities. 


I am opposed to a free trade which 


reduces the wages of the American 
laborer to the level of the poorest coun- 
try in'tho world, whereas ho is entitled 
to such wages as would result from the 
natural resources and wealth of his own 
country. 
I nin opposed to a free trade which 


deprives liny of tho people of their full 
share of the advantages of living hi a 
country, the soil of which is fertile, und 
large portions of which are still open to 
occupation, nud lowers their cooditiou 
to that of old and woru-out countries, 
where the population is so excessive 
that its fuither increase is rendered im- 
possible by starvation and chronic fam- 
ine.I am in favor of free trade among our 
own citizens, where the only competi- 
tion is betweon persons whose standard 
ol comfort is the same. 


I am in favor of protection because it 


diversifies industries, brings producers 
and consumers nenrer 'together, estab- 
lishes a just distribution of the popula- 
tion 
among 
different 
pursuits, and 


enables us to escape tho transportation 
charges und other wastes of foreign 
trade, except as to the veiy few articles 
to the production of which this country 
is not adapted but which we have ac- 
quired ttio hubit of using. 


I am in favor of protection because it 


tends to the elevation of the people, the 
improvement of machinery, and the ul- 
timate cheapening of products, whereas 
free trade tends to cheapen the wages 
rather than tho products of labor. 
Protection cheapens products, while 
free trade cheapens producers. 


Prohibitive duties may be and are de- 


nounced (is "a Chinese wall " around 
the country; but it is just such a wall 
as -we want — brcmd euongh, high enough 
and strong enouoh to l;eep for our own 
enjoyment tho prosperity and scale of 
comfort which properly belong to our 
natural and acquired resources, and to 
shut out the poverty aud tho products 
of the scanty, pinching wages of less 
favored countries.

Western Trip. 


CLEVELAND, October 26.—Blaine ar- 


rived here to-day and left this afternoon 
for the East, having concluded his 
Western trip at Chicago last night. He 
will reach New York to-morrow even- 
ing and will remain there unt'l the fol- 
lowing Sunday 
evening or Monday 


morning. He will then start for Au- 
gusta, Btopping at a few points in Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts. 
He will 


reach Augusta on the morning of elec- 
tion. He will receive the election re- 
turns in the library of his homo. His 
private secretary, Thomas Sherman, is 
also a telegraph operator, and has kept 
an instrument and loop from the main 
office in the library during the entire 
campaign. By this means Blaine has 
been, during the recent journey, able 
to sit down nearly every evening and 
talk freely •with members of his family 
at home. 


Blaine goes back East in good health 


and strength, and aftar his phenomenal 
and almost continuous railroad ride of 
over five weeks.

Among politicians in

respective parties, but their assertions 
are made more upon the information 
they get from the newspapers than 
from any accurate knowledge concern- 
ing tho outlook in any part of the 
doubtful 
States. At 
both political 


headquarters they have settled clown to 
await the result of the final battle on 
next Tue&dny. From discussing the 
Presidential question they have tumec 
their attention to Congress, and a)! 
sorts of speculations are indulged in re- 
garding the probable complexion of the 
next House of Representatives. Both 
parties are claiming that they will have 
a majority in the next House. Early 
in the campaign the Democrats were 
satisfied to claim a majority of thirty or 
forty, but lately they seeni t« have 
grown more confident, and to-day they 
assort, in spite] of the fact that they 
have already lost four of their present 
majority, that they will have as large a 
majority iu tho nest House as they 
have in this. They base this predic- 
tion on the strength of answers they 
have received to circulars asking for in- 
formation regarding the outlook, which 
they sent into each Coogressional Dis- 
trict some time ago. At the Republi- 
can headquarters, while they do not 
giva any figures, they any they will 
have control of the next House, though 
their majority will not be large. 
In 


outside circles the Republican majority 
is estimated at from fifteen to twenty- 
five, but in official ciiules it is not 
thought likely that oven the lowest of 
these figures can be reached. The Re- 
publicans expect to make large gains in
